300 PHONE CIRCUITS CUT 


LOS ANGELES (UP)—Long distance telephone lines, 
grams and news .circuits were broken temporarily yesterday when a 
major cable carrying 300 telephone circuits between Los Angeles 1nd 
San Diego was partially severed by accident. A hydraulic drill crew 
working west of Whittier caused the temporary break in service but 
the important circuits were switched quickly to other lines, the 
Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Co, said. 


DUCK SEASON OPEN TODAY 


SACRAMENTO (UP)—Duck hunters in most areas of Cali- 
fornia oper fire at noon today in what has been described as the most 
promising season in years. The first part of the split season extends 
through Nov. 9. A second open period will run from Dec. 19 until Jan 7. 
State and Federal agencies have reported more ducks than in recent 
years, especially in the northern part of the state. In a narrow strip 
of the state bordering the Colorado river, a continuous 50-day sea- 


son will open Nov. 18. 
NO SENSE IN STRIKES, SAYS TRUMAN 


WASHINGTON (UP)—President Truman told some 200 of the 
nation’s top industrial executives last night there is “not a bit of 
sense in the world” to the current coal and steel strikes. Speaking 
in stern terms, he cautioned the business men to get together with 
labor in a hurry lest the economy suffer dangerously. 


RED SANDERS’ FATHER KILLED 

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UP)—Henry Edgar Sanders, 76, father of 
UCLA football coach Red Sanders, was killed instantly yesterday 
when the car he was driving smashed into a train. The elder Sanders, 
who ran 2 novelty company here, was alone in the auto when the 
accident occurred about 4:30 p.m. (PTS). In Los Angeles, his son 
mado immediate plans to fly to Nashville for the funeral, although 
arangements are incomplete. 


TRUMAN MAY SEEK TAX HIKE 

WASHINGTON (UP)—President Truman said yesterday he may 
seek a tax increase next year as the only way to balance the budget 
but congressional tax experts countered that less spending would 
get the same result. Mr. Truman told a news conference the govern- 
ment must be pulled out of the red and that it may require tax re- 
vision because “we've got to find the money to run the government.” 


YUGOS HAIL UN VICTORY 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (UP)—Private and official quarters last 
night hailed Yugoslavia’s election to the United Nations security 
council. The news came on the fifth anniversary of the liberation of 
Belgrade by Russian troops. It spread quickly. First news of the 
election came to the nation in the 7 p.m. newscast, a brief dispatch of 
the official news agency Tanjug. It was announced without comment. 


CLOSE IN ON GOLD SMUGGLERS 


LONDON (UP)Police of eight European countries are closing in 
today on a big air-sea smuggling ring which may be transporting 
“payoff gold” to Western Europe from behind the Iron Cuntain. Scot- 
land Yard and Amsterdam police. said the gang, using at least eight 
planes, has transported or parachiited millions of dollars worth of gold 
bars into Western Europe during the past year. 


MAYER CONFIRMED AS PREMIER 

PARIS (UP)—Rene Mayer, 54-year-old financial expert, was con- 
firmed by the national assembly last night at France's 14th post-war 
premier, Mayer, a radical socialist, won the assembly’s vote of con- 
fidenco by a vote of 341 to 183, This gave him a margin of 30 votes 
more than the 311 he needed,

The PE’s franchise, which has 
until 1961 to run, is the focal 
point of the struggle between the 
two groups. The railroad is stand- 
ing pat on the liberal interpreta- 
tion of the franchise, written by 
railroad lawyers many years ago, 
in which they are given a virtual 
blank check as far as freight rules 
are concerned. rite 

The ‘property owners are seek- 
ing information, gathering aid 
from other cities on the right-of- 
way, and soliciting funds in a 
campaign to halt the heavy freight 
traffic which they claim is ruin- 
ing their homes and lowering 
property values.
